Canal memorial project refocuses its priorities

The committee tasked with cre¬ 
ating a memorial to the men who 
died building the Welland Canal 
has started a process of breaking 
down its ballooning budget. 

St. Catharines Mayor Wal¬ 
ter Sendzik, who co-chairs the 
task force with St. Catharines MP 
Rick Dykstra, said Saturday the 
committee is breaking down the 
project into phases rather than 
attempting to budget something 
grand in one shot. 

“The original purpose of the 
task force was to get the memo- 

said, the day after the committee 
met to deal with a budget that has 


grown to more than $1 million 
from $450,000. 

“After that, we can look at the 
parkette, to give people who visit 
it a place to reflect. That is Phase 
2, and then following that we can 
start to look at Phase 3 which 
would be any enhancements.” 

Some committee members 
balked at the more than $1 mil¬ 
lion price tag for the memorial 
project, suggesting it was too 
expensive and too difficult to fun- 

Sendzik said the parkette 
included in the selected design 
for the memorial which has not 
yet been publicly released, nearly

parkette, including lights and 


benches. 

But those items were not really 
scrutinized by the committee, he 
said. Some may not be neces¬ 
sary, others could be fund-raised 
for and still others might have 
cheaper alternatives.

Niagara Regional Police said 
the child abuse unit began an 
investigation Monday into the 
alleged assault of a child in 
regional day care. 


commissioner of community 
services Katherine Chislett 
said the employee is on paid 
leave until the matter is 
resolved. 

"Absolutely, our 100% 
top priority is the safety and 
care of the children who've 
been entrusted to us by 
their parents. We take that 
incredibly seriously," Chislett 
said. 

“And that's why as soon as 
this came to our attention, 
we got the police in to get the 
right investigation and we 
had the employee leave the 
workplace at that time." 

Chislett said everyone 
involved is co-operating 
fully with the authorities, 
which include the Ministry of 
Education, College of Early 
Childhood Educators and the 
police. 

She said she wasn’t aware 
of any other case like this at 
a Niagara Region day-care 

Police said the unit charged 
Julia Muscatowith one count 
of assault. 

Police are asking anyone 
with information on the 
matter to contact the child 
abuse unit at 905-735-7811, 
ext. 5100. 

12 dead kittens found 
roadside 

The discovery of a dozen 
dead kittens found on the 
side of the road in Beamsville 
in early April is under 
investigation. 


Lincoln County Humane 
Society said a post-mortem 

completed on the kittens, who 
were found on South Service 
Rd. near the Town of Lincoln 
offices on April 8. 

Executive director Kevin 
Strooband said the cats 
ranged in age from six to eight 
weeks old. They were from at 
least two litters and as many

being revealed by the humane 
society, but the case is being 
investigated as a possible 
act of cruelty to animals. “It's 
part of the investigation," 
Strooband said. 

Humane society officials 
are appealing to the public for 
information about the person 
or persons who were recently 
caring for at least two litters 
of kittens.

Open data will pave the way to more 
informed decisions, and a better society. 

Variations on that theme dominated the 
third-annual GO Open Data Conference 
held at Brock University. 

Among its keynote speakers was Chris¬ 
tian VHIum, aDenmatk-based international 
community manager for the non-profit 
Open Knowledge. 

"How do we get people involved in open 
data?” Villum said to the group of about200. 
"We're seeing all this new data becoming 
open and that's amazing — but what can 
we really do with it?” 

The gathering included speakers, panels, 
knowledge sessions and learning labs. 

St. Catharines' community-driven con¬ 
ference is designed by, and for Ontario's 
open data community and stakeholders. 

Waterloo was the site of the first gathering 
in 2013, and Tbronto the second. 

At the event in St. Catharines, Villum 
spoke about “advocacy, training and build¬ 
ing technology to promote the idea of open 
knowledge.” 

The fact this movement has become a 
global network of collaboration is critical, 

“We’re tapping into a whole ideology of 
building universal access to information... 
this global network, basically a network of 
communities, stretches across more than 
60 countries." 

Villum showed the conference-goers 
powerful uses of sharing publicly-released 
and downloadable data by government 
bodies and other groups. 

One example was an “atlas of pollution” 
displaying the planet in national carbon 
dioxide emissions. 

Another united world researchers who 

swine flu virus and its genome, resulting in 
the rapid production of a vacdne. 

“Open data is about people... who want 
to have an input in how society is run,” Vil¬ 
lum continued. "They can use (the informa¬ 
tion) to create a change for people. 

“And people can leam about these things 
without being technical... we need to 
empower them.” 

Villum said participants at the event were 
on the cusp of a historic information revo- 

“We are the frontrunners of this idea, 
these principles, and have the responsibility 
and privilege of helping shape the future." 

McCutcheon said the conference is also 
about “taking awareness to action." 

“We’re hoping people won’t just know 
about open data, they will leam to use it," 
said McCutcheon. a semor business analyst 
for Niagara Region. 

That accumulating public information 
online “should affect every citizen,” she 

“This is about the ability of any person to 
get a hold of data, and become more engaged 
with governments and non-profits."
